Prisoners In Mine Gallery. 
"With my 
friends, 
Bernard 
and 
Jean, I was posted in a trench at the 
edge of the Vauche woods. The enemy 
showed a disposition to attack, and ac- 
cording to orders, the three of us, 
with a charge of powder, fuses and 
tools, started down a mine gallery, to 
fill it. We did this without difficulty, 
and were on our way back, when 'a 
heavy explosion shook us. Had our 
mine gone off already? 'I hear stones 
falling', said one of my comrades. We 
rushed forward. The, gallery was full 
of gravel. We realized the horrible 
truth; we were walled in. An enemy 
shell bad exploded above the gallery 
causing the roof to fall in. 
'We examined the walls in feverish 
haste. 
'We are done for,' said Jean. 
We were not afraid of death—U waa 
all part of the game, but we did not 
like to die there in the darkness. 
'How long can we stay here,' Jean 
asked again. 'There is plenty of air 
and the gallery is roomy, but there is 
nothing to eat,' I replied. ;WelX what's 
the good of a 1'ew hours, more or less,' 
he said. 'Why wait? I for one have 
already made up my mind.' He took 
out his revolver, but 1 stopped him, 
and said: 'Don't be a fool. 
Let us 
wait a while. We may hit on some 
way out.' 


Wait for Mine to Explode. 
"The first, horror having 
passed 
over, we began to discuss ways and 
means. 'Let's wait, patiently for our 
mine to explode. If it makes a big 
enough hole, we can digvthrough into 


il,' I said. 
"We sat down in silence, and could 
hear all the sounds of battle above 
us, for tbo earth is a good conductor 
of sounds. We tried to distinguish 
the character of the various vibra- 
tions, so as not to miss the noise 
when our mine exploded. Finally we 
heard it, and we 
rushed forward 
through a 
wave of hot. air. Hope 
strengthened our arms, and we plied 
our picks hard, but our packing had 
been so well done, that it took us two 
hours, before we got into the empty 
chambers. I listened, but the sound 
of tiring seemed so far off that I 
judged there was a 
thick layer of 
earth between us and the outer world. 
Then drops fell upon us. 
Were we 
going to be flooded? 
'So much the 
better,' £aid Jean. 'We shall die more 
quickly.' 


"Something trickled down on my 
lips, and I recognized the taste. 
It 
was blood, and 1 realized that if blood 
was coming through it, we could not 
be far from 
the surface. 
With re- 
newed hope, we set, to work again, but 
rather clumsily, for we started a fall 
ot earth which nearly buried us. 
Injured in Cave-in. 
"We were all injured, Bernard's leg 
being broken, Jean's head cut, and my 
left arm broken. 
Despite our pain 
we continued our efforts and after a 
while we came on a number ot dead 
bodies of Germans, which had rolled 
to the bottom of the crater, which the 
mine explosion had made. 
"After 
an hour of digging and 
crawling among these bodies, we got 
out into the air. 
Both my comrades 
were so exhausted that they fainted! 
I watched .over them, being sheltered 
from shells and bullets by the steep 
side of the crater. After eight hours' 
waiting, ambulance attendants found 
us, and by that, time we had but little 
life left in us."

Watson was separated from his wife 
at the time of murder, which he was 
supposed to have committed while 
under the influence of drink.

Navy League Seeks Janesville Man to

According to Bryce. flesh foods, at 
the time they are consumed, contain 
on an average of 200,000,0(10 putre- 
factive bacteria in every gram. But 
he shows that, nature has not left us 
to the tender mercies of these poison- 
Tiroducers. 
This is proved by the 
fact that auto-intoxication does not. 
disturb people in normal health, all 
of whose organs and glands, includ- 
ing the thyroid, either by good for- 
lune or by the exercise of intelligent 
discretion 
are normally nourished, 
thereby enabling them to carry on 
thoir normal functioning. 
The people of America are consum- 
ing more meat than any other nation 
of the world and whether they know 
i; or not they are consuming meat 
and ment products that have entered 
into advanced stages of putrefaction. 
Frequently they attribute cases of 
ptomaine poisoning to canned toma- 
toes, condensed milk, huclcelberry pie, 
cheese sadwich.es, and other foods. 
The real truth is never suspected. 
'n twenty-six months I was able to 


obtain forty-seven convictions in the 
courts against meal packers, sausage 
manufacturers, 
and wholesale 
pro- 
vision merchants for selling deodor- 
ized rotten meats and meat .products, 
chemically treated, so as to disguise 
from the unsuspecting purchaser their 
true condition. 
I have also obtained the removal 
from office 
of veterinarians and in- 
spectors in the employ of health de- 
partments and of the bureau of an- 
imal industry for intriguing with cor- 
ruption through the assistance given 
by them to influential by conscience- 
less food panderers who have 
not 
needed these laws of life in their pur- 
suit of dollars. 
The details of these convictions, 
shocking in the extreme arc a mat- 
ter of court record. In the mean- 
time, even when the meat is honest, 
fresh, wholesome, and cut from car- 
casses of animals that have 
been 
free from infections and contagious 
diseases at the time of their slaugh- 
ter, it requires normal organs to dis- 
pose of it properly. 
These normal organs require the 
elements found in natural food to keep 
them normal. Modern commercialism 
helps to put putrefactive 
products 
into the human body and then by re- 
fining food takes away many of the 
tools with which nature fights these 
putrefactive bodies. 
The thyroid gland.,ind the many 
serious diseases which follow a dis- 
turbance of its functions help to em- 


I phasize the necessity in the diet of

show you are squandered by modern 
civilization with a reckless abandon 
never equaled by savages.

The! first great call upon'Japan has 
been made and will continue to

made by Russia. The exports to Rus- 
sia have realized several hundred mil- 
lion yen. They include not alone mili- 
tary equipment and supplies such as 
guns, rifles and ammunition, but huge 
quantities of cloth, many hundred 
thousands of pairs of boots, leather 
pouches, caps, sahes, 
food 
products 
and medical supplies. 
Even rice is 
exported to Russia to be made into 
sruel for wounded soldiers und of the 
medical exportation a notable item is 
•tincture of iodine. 
Another great channel in 
which 
Japan is finding prosperity is through 
her shipping. 
Her big merchant, ma- 
rine is not only transporting-supplies 
for the Entente powers but.so far as 
the Orient is concerned has

in time of peace by the vessels of 
Great Britain. Freight charges to all

Inspection of Rural Schools by Com- 


petent Teachers Achieves 


Notable Results. 


fSPECJAIj TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., March 3.—That the 
law passed by the 1915 legislature 
providing for the employment of su- 
pervjsing teachers for rural schools 
is/ more than 
proving the benefits 
claimed for it by Its sponsors is indi- 
cated by the experiences of the work- 
ers already in the field. 
Aside from the immediate improve- 
ments of the schools, the new law 
opens up a field of Investigation and 
report that must in the end be of last- 
ing benefit. 
Interesting information in Tegard to 
tie working of the law is found in 
the special supervising teachers num- 
ber of the Educational News Bulletin, 
a publication issued by the office of 
the state superintendent of schools. 
The law went into effect late in the 
summer of 1915, and because of the 
necessity of organization not much in 
the way of results, was expected for 
that year. Before the arrival of the 
Christmas holidays, however, eighty- 
one supervising teachers had begun 
their work in different sections of the 
state. Question blanks were Bent by 
Supt. Gary to these teachers to find 
out what work had 
been accom- 
plished. 


"Many counties reported interest- 


ing1 methods and results which could 
not be reduced to figures," the News 
Bulletin says. 
"All- replies, however, 


gave statistical information as to the 
schools visited. 
All of the reports 
were encouraging. 
Some of the re- 
sults showed excellent work on the 
part of supervising teachers, while 
others showed opportunity for further 
improvement. 
Seven of the teachers had visited 
100 per cent of the schools in their 
districts; five had visited 90 to 99 per 
cent; three had visited SO to 89 per 
cent; fourteen from 70 to 79 per cent; 
ten from 60 to 69 per cent; nine from 
50 to 59 per cent; eleven from 40 to 
49 per cent; eleven from 30 to 39 per 
cent; two from one to 30 per cent. 


A total of 3,694 schools had 
been 
visited. Forty per cent, or 1,492, were 
visited for half a day or less; 1,765, 
or 48 per cent for a full day; 355, or 
ten per cent for one and one-half to 
two days; 82, or 2 per cent for more 
than two days. 


Much correspondence has been re- 
ceived at. the office of Supt. Gary con- 
cerning the new law, both from the 
state and from other states where the 
work is being watched. 
There are 
many letters from young 
teachers, 
who say that their work has been 
made easier and that 
they 
have 
learned much by the visits of older 
teachers. 


At 
a recent meeting of 
county 


sunerintendents in ^Tadison the new 
law was highly praised, and it was 
predicted that the supervising teach- 
er would do more for the rural schools 
than any one factor established in 
recent years. 
Supt. Gary is giving 
much time to the establishing of the 
new system.

3. — Foreign 
ships tomorrow/ will be placed on the 
footing of American ships as respects 
personnel of crew, rights of Individual 
seamen and safety appliances. 
The 


Lafollette seamen's bill goes into ef- 
fect. aA to non-American ships. 


The power of the United States to 
refuse clearance papers to such ves- 
sels as do not conform to 
the 
re- 
quirements of the law IB ordered In- 
volted by the terms of the act 
effec- 
tive tomorrow. Enforcement la in the 
hands of the Department 
of Com- 
merce. Hereafter, foreign as woll as 
American vesels must lire up to these 
requirements: 


No more passengers shall be carried 
than can be accommodated 
by 
the 


life-boats and lite-raCts. 
Seventy-five 
per cent of the crew must be able to 
understand the orders of the officers. 
Forty per cent must be able seamen 
—at least 19 years old and with three 
years experience, except ae they are 
qualified by' special examination con- 
ducted by the Department of Com- 
merce. 


A sailor may leave his ship in port 
at will; and the provision of treaties 
and other international agreements 
that officers of the United States must 
aid in searching for him ae a deserter 
and returning him to his vesel IB re- 
pealed. He can collect, however, but 
a fractional part of his wages is he 
quits this way.
